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REPORT. 


Philadelphia  County  Prison, 
February , 1857. 

To  the  Hon.  ANDREW  G.  CURTIN, 

Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth : 

Sir  : In  compliance  with  the  requisitions  of  the  Act  of 
Assembly,  of  27th  of  February,  1847,  the  Board  of  Inspec- 
tors of  the  Philadelphia  County  Prison  have  the  honor  to 
submit  their  Tenth  Annual  Report. 

The  present  Board  of  Inspectors  was  organized  on  the 
first  Monday  in  July,  1856,  and  no  portion  of  the  pre- 
ceding Board  having  remained  in  office  upon  the  re-organi- 
zation of  the  Board  at  that  time,  the  Report  necessarily 
includes  a period  of  six  months  only  of  the  management 
of  the  Prison,  by  the  Board  now  in  office.  The  Board  is 
composed  of  eleven  members,  holding  their  appointments 
respectively  from  the  Supreme  Court,  and  from  the  District 
Court,  and  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  County  of 
Philadelphia.  The  two  preceding  Boards,  under  the  Act 
of  Consolidation,  consisted  of  twenty-four  members,  elected 
by  the  different  Wards  of  the  Consolidated  City. 

The  statistical  tables  appended  to  the  Report  present  all 
the  information  which  can  throw  light  upon  the  criminal 
department  of  our  city.  A steady  increase  in  the  number 
of  commitments  to  the  Prison,  is  each  year  noticeable ; the 
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number  committed  for  1855  having  been  13,940,  and  that 
for  the  past  year,  14,202.  A fearful  proportion  of  the 
commitments  is  still  traceable  to  the  influence  of  intempe- 
rance. Of  the  14,202  committed  during  1856,  2,146  were 
directly  for  intoxication,  3,828  were  for  disorderly  conduct, 
2,322  for  vagrancy,  824  for  misdemeanors,  2,118  for  assault 
and  battery — nearly  all  these  offences,  it  cannot  be 
doubted,  having  resulted  from  the  abuse  of  intoxicating 
liquors.  The  number  of  commitments  thus  placed  to  the 
account  of  intemperance  comprises  almost  four-fifths  of  the 
entire  amount  of  crime  of  our  city.  With  these  startling- 
facts  before  us,  wre  feel  it  a duty  to  ask  of  the  Legislature 
attention  to  the  unsatisfactory  working  pf  the  present 
license  law. 

Table  No.  3 discloses  many  interesting  facts,  which 
appear  to  the  Board  to  demand  legislative  remedy.  It 
will  be  seen  that  of  the  whole  number  of  commitments  by 
the  magistrates  of  the  Consolidated  City,  during  the  past 
year  (viz.  14,189)  5,562  wrere  afterwards  discharged  by 
them,  without  being  brought  to  trial,  and  440  cases  were 
ignored  by  the  Grand  Jury.  That  some  great  reform  is 
needed  here,  is  manifest ; and  the  attention  of  the  Legisla- 
ture is  respectfully  asked  to  the  subject.  Commitments 
for  petty  causes  appear  to  be  made  in  great  number,  which 
are  afterwards  settled  by  the  magistrates  upon  payment  of 
costs,  while  many  offences,  which  should  be  brought  to 
trial,  are  undoubtedly  shielded  from  justice  by  subsequent 
arrangement  with  the  committing  magistrates. 

The  large  number  of  vagrants  and  disorderly  persons 
discharged  by  the  Inspectors  (viz.  4,271)  is  in  a great 
measure  owing  to  want  of  accommodation  in  the  Prison. 
The  necessity  of  a House  of  Correction  and  Employment  is 
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so  universally  admitted,  that  the  Board  deem  it  proper 
only  to  reiterate  the  views  expressed  by  previous 
Boards.  Further  legislation  on  this  point  is  necessary,  to 
enable  the  Commissioners  appointed  for  the  purpose  to 
carry  out  this  essential  improvement,  as  the  appropriation 
allowed  by  law  is  insufficient  to  warrant  them  in  com- 
mencing it. 

The  Board  have  retained  the  office  of  Prison  Agent,  and 
have  every  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  importance  and 
value  of  the  services  of  the  gentleman,  who  has  from  its 
creation  discharged  the  duties  of  this  appointment,  Mr.  W. 
J.  Mullen.  In  the  hands  of  a discreet,  upright  and  faithful 
officer,  an  intervention  of  this  kind,  limited  to  inquiry  and 
recommendation,  cannot  fail  to  he  the  means  of  extending 
desirable  and  timely  relief  in  very  many  cases. 

The  Board  have  endeavored  to  exercise  every  possible 
discrimination  and  caution  in  their  recommendations  of 
prisoners  to  the  clemency  of  the  Executive.  They  have 
had  the  satisfaction  to  receive  evidence  of  the  confidence  of 
the  Governor,  in  his  prompt  and  uniform  responses  to  their 
recommendations,  and  in  his  reference  to  the  Board,  of 
applications  made  to  him  for  pardons,  from  other  quarters. 
The  Board  feel  warranted  here  in  saying,  that  the  pardon- 
ing power,  as  far  as  it  relates  to  the  inmates  of  the  Prison 
under  their  care,  has  never  been  dispensed  with  a more 
strict  regard  to  justice,  than  in  the  hands  of  the  present 
Chief  Magistrate. 

The  health  of  the  Prison  has  been  good  during  the  past 
year.  Three  deaths  have  occurred,  from  chronic  diseases, 
contracted  before  admission  into  the  Prison.  Dr.  Henry 
Yale  Smith  has  occupied  the  post  of  Physician  to  the 
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Prison  since  the  organization  of  the  present  Board,  and  has 
given  entire  satisfaction  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 

But  few  changes  have  been  made  in  the  officers  of  the 
Prison  by  the  present  Board.  Mr.  William  B.  Perkins, 
who  has  been  appointed  Superintendent,  has  been  con- 
nected with  the  Institution,  in  various  capacities,  for  a 
period  of  twenty-seven  years.  Ilis  ability,  integrity, 
experience,  and  earnest  devotion  to  the  discharge  of  his 
duties,  peculiarly  fit  him  for  the  post  he  occupies,  and  the 
Board  find  every  reason  to  congratulate  themselves 
upon  the  selection  made  for  this  important  position.  Mr. 
Joseph  K.  Howell,  who  has  long  served  as  clerk,  has  been 
continued  in  office,  and  his  familiarity  with  the  business  of 
the  Prison,  and  strict  attention  to  his  varied  duties,  are 
highly  appreciated.  With  one  or  two  exceptions,  all  the 
subordinate  officers  of  the  Prison  have  remained  unchanged; 
and  the  Board  have  uniformly  aimed  to  look  only  to  capa- 
bility and  experience  in  the  distribution  of  appointments. 

The  Board  felt,  in  entering  upon  their  duties,  that  gene- 
ral expectations  wrere  entertained  of  retrenchment  and 
economy  in  their  administration.  They  have  endeavored 
to  meet  these  expectations,  in  a diminution  of  the  number 
of  officers,  in  a reduction  of  salaries  where  admissible,  and 
in  a rigorous  supervision  of  the  disbursements  of  the  Insti- 
tution. It  will  be  seen  by  a comparison  of  the  expenses  of  the 
Prison  for  the  last  six  months  of  the  past  year,  with  those 
of  the  half  year  immediately  preceding,  that  a difference 
is  shown  of  twelve  thousand  nine  hundred  and  ninety-three 
(12,993)  dollars  in  favor  of  the  first  named  period.  The 
expenses  of  the  Prison  from  January  1st  to  July  1st  1856, 
were  $52,956.59 ; from  July  1st  1856  to  January  1st  1857, 
$39,963.06.  It  is  proper,  however,  in  making  a just  com- 
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parison  between  these  numbers,  to  deduct  from  the  expenses 
of  the  first  period,  $6,109.09,  paid  for  leather,  manufac- 
tured and  sold  on  account  of  the  Prison;  and,  on  the 
other  hand,  an  item  of  $2,206.81,  for  clothing  and  blankets, 
is  charged  exclusively  to  the  latter  period,  the  purchase  of 
these  articles  for  the  entire  year  being  made  in  the  autumn. 
Making  these  allowances,  a comparison  of  the  expenses  of 
the  two  semi-annual  periods  shows  a difference  in  favor  of 
the  last  six  months  of  the  year  1856,  of  over  ten  thousand 
dollars.
